Tho Sound of Thunder. 


One of tho most terse and succinct de- 


scriptions of a natural phenomenon is 
that recently given by M. Hirn, ia which 
he says that tho sound which is kuowu as 
thunder is due simply to the fact that the 
ah' traversed by nn electric spark, that 
is, a flash of lightning, is suddenly raised 
to a very high temperature, and has its 
volume, moreover, considerably increased. 
The column of gas thus suddenly heated, 
and expanded is sometimes several miles 
long, and, as the duration of the flash is 
not even a millionth of a second, it follows 
that the noise bursts forth at once from 
the whole column, though for an observer' 
in any one place it commences where the 
lightning is at tho least distanco. 


In precise terms, according to SI. Ilirn, 


the beginning of the thunderclap gives us 
the minimum distance of tho lightning, 
and the length of tho thunderclap gives 
us the length of the column. He also re- 
marks that when a flash of lightning 
strikes tho ground, it is not necessarily 
from the place struck that the first noise 
is heard. Again, ho points out that a 
bullet whistles in traversing tho air, so 
that we can to a certain extent fallow its 
flight, the same thing also happening with 
a falling meteorite just before striking 
the earth. 
Tho noise actually heard has 


been compared to tho sound produced 
when ono tears Hum; it is due, really, to 
the fact that tho air rapidly pushed on 
ono side in front of tho projectile, whether 
bullet or meteorite, quickly rushes back to 
fill the gap left in the rear.—Boston 
Budget.

ON THE PLANET MARS. 


THE CANALS A LONG KNOWN MYS- 


TERY OF THE HEAVENS. 


lars ravorubly Situated for Astronomi- 
cal Observation—Some Rather CariooB 
Facts — What tifo on Onr Neighbor 
Planet Is Supposed To Be Like. 


M. Berthelot, one of the academicians, 


s evidently a light hearted savant, for he 
t once asked M. do Lesseps, who was 
resent at tho meeting, "if lie had by 
hauce a brother projector in Mars,' 
vhereat all the learned 
astronomers 


miled solemnly. 
This is, surely, the 


"rst time that a joke has been imported 
rom a spot i!5,OUO,000 miles off, which is 
liout the distauco of the planet Mars 
rom our earth. The canals perceived bj 
.1. Perrotin upon the surface of our nert 
nitside neighbor in tho solar system, 
jowevor, are a long known mystery of the 
loavL-us, and ono that is probably as far 
s ever from being solved by the face- 
ious wizard. 


Mars happens to ba bettnr situated for 


.bservation by astronomers than any 
ither body in the sky except the moon. 
lo is KIOTO than a hundred times farther 
if than tho moon at his very closest ap- 
proach, and measures only 4,200 miles 
hrough at his equator; but, unlike the 
noon, he exhibits in turn every portion 
if his surface, rotating in a day which Is 
.bout lialf an hour longer than our own. 
i'hus the entiro face of tho planet Mars 
ms been pretty accurately mapped, and 
iresents a diversified aspect of large 
latches of alternating lighter and darker 
larkings which may naturally suggest 
he divisions of land and water. 
At the 


wles of Mars aro extensive white regions, 
vhich sometimes show up in tho field of 
he telescope with striking brilliancy and 
learuess of definition; and since these 
indorgo periodic changes, occasionally 
Imost vanishing and then shining forth 
.gain at j ust the seasons when it would 
10 winter with the Martians, astronomers 
jad been led to call thorn "ice caps," and 
o believe that we actually behold the 
Arctic and Antarctic polar seas of the 
planet in the form of these little white 
aucers stuck on each end of the "star of' 
ir." 
As for the canals with which M. Per-, 


otiu poked scientific fun at M de Lesseps, 
bey are certainly very.curious objects, 
'Yum sea to sea, or what looks like it, 
un these straight passages, wearing an 
.ppearance, no doubt, of some immense 
.i-tificial work—some Panama or Suez 
anal on a colossal scale. They do not: 
Iter or extend—there they always arei— 
omo of them completed, others appar- 
ntly iin perfect, as if the Martian cham- 
ier of deputies had refused to sanction a, 
ottery loan for tbo fulfillment of the: 
riginai design 
But when MM. Perrotin 


nd Faye begin to talk of "engineers" 
ud "men in Mars" it is necessary to re- 
ncmber that to be seen at all, even as a 
niir lino, these canals in Mars would have' 
0 bo at least 500 times as broad aa the 
'hames—say thirty or forty miles across 
—and as their length is to be reckoned In 
iimdreOs of miles, the navvies in Mars, if 
hey exist, must certainly be wonder"ul 
>eiugs! 


Astronomers, admirable on so many 


points, are never so stupid and unimagin- 
ative as when meditating on the proba- 
jilities of life beyond this earth, that old 
iml fascinating topic of "more worlds 
ban one." They take their terrestrial 
lotions and experiences much too blindly 
nto space; they ask if theje be an atmos- 
>hero in the moon, or water in Mars; and 
f any doubts exist about these elements 
;hoy solemnly conclude that these and 
rlher lovely and eligiblo celestial abodes 
ire tenant-loss.

A few sweetwater grapes are cool and 
comforting to most patients as soon as 
it is possible to swallow anything, and by 
and by a bit of quail or chicken carefully 
broiled, seasoned with pepper and salt.

There arc 
Minor elegancies also to bo observed in 
the words "take" and "eat." We do not 
gay now "I take tea with Mrs. Mont-, 
joinery, but "1 drink tsa." Beau Brum- 
nel once rebuked a lady for saying, 


al"^ dish of tea." 
Hosaid: "Madam, 


a vulgar man can take liberties, but a 
jentleman drinks tea." 


The English, however, who are very 


particular as to these minor rules, are 
very coarse in some of thoir expressions. 
They says uch a person is a "horrid, nasty 
little pet," and "you stupid old darling'' 
;s a familiar term of endearment. They 
use many terms which we need not adopt. 
Tho use of the word "nasty" as a term of 
endearment and praise is a very false 
fashion. 
When our English friends use 


the word "nasty" as describing their own 
climate wo can quite agree with them, 
but when they pervert it they outrage 
decency.—Mrs. M. E. W. Sherwood. 


Beauty of the Coffee Plant. 


Nothing can be more beautiful and in- 


teresting than studies of tho annual 
blooming, budding, growth and ripening 
of coffee, and its gathering and prepara- 
tion for the market. 
The leaves, which 


are ovate in form, are about four Inches 
long. They set opposite each other in 
pairs and are dark green in color. Simi- 
lar in texture to the mammee leaf, they 
have the waxen surface of the Indian 
laurel. The foliage is perennial. 
Shoot- 


ing out from the bases of those pairs of 
leaves, after the manner of our cherry 
blooms, are seen the coffee blossoms, al- 
most precisely like a diminutive tuberose, 
to clusters of three to six, snow whitef 
and with an indescribably delicate, subtle 
and delicious odor. For two months in 
spring time a coffee plantation is simply 
one vast plain of white, a region of tatox- 
icating odor, with the blue sky half shut 
from sight by myriads of honey seeking 
butterflies, humming birds and brilliant 
winged songsters, Buttering and circling 
to apparent ecstasy of revelry and delight. 
For nearly six months new blossoms come 
as the old ones disappear. Blossom and 
ripening berries are continuous. As the 
breezes snow tho dying blossoms upon the 
ground tiny green buttons take their 
place. They change to a pale pink; then 
to a bright cherry; finally to a reddish 
purple. Then they are ripe and ready for 
gathering.—Edgar L. Wakeman's Cuba 
Letter. 


Reconstructing the Baatllc, 


The Parisians have just been treated to 


the spectacle of the restoration of a whole 
quarter of the old Paris of a century 


ion and the new ideas which govern 


modern France sprang, the quarter of the 
Faubourg St. Antoino and that somber 
fortress and last stronghold of French ab- 
solute monarchy—the Bastile. 
This is 


part of an elaborate series of reconstruc- 
tions which will be one of the features of 
the great exhibition of 1889; it being pro- 
posed to construct on both sides of the 
Seine, from a point nearly opposite the 
Palais de I'lndustrle, and extending all the 
way down to the Champs de Mars and tho 
Trocadero, sections of old Paris as well as 
specimens of the architecture, palatial 
and private, of different nations. 
The 


main entrance to the exhibition is 'ex- 
pected to be on the Champs Elysees, 
through the great doors of the Palais de 
1'Industrie—a joyful announcement to the 
foreigners with memories of previous ex- 
hibitions, waiting for cabs and horse cars. 
The present exhibition of the Bastile and 
the Faubourg St. Antoine was doubtless 
suggested by the success which attended 
the great London exhibition at Kensing- 
ton during the two exhibitions of last 
year and the previous year.—New York 
Evening Post.

Pittsburgh. It wa.s shown by the testi- 
mony and manife-th of the grain coming 
to Baltimore ov. r the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroad ddring Dei ember and January, 
that nine-tenm; ot it»a.s consicjned to 
Gill & Fisher, and that the freight origi- 
nated 
in Kiusa- and Nebraska. The 


most important witness wa.s ilr. Joyce, of 
the Pennsylvania railroad.- He testified 
that the usual rate from Chicago to Now 
York wns twenty-five cents, and to Balti- 
more twenty-two cents. la October a reduc- 
tion was made from twenty-five to twenty 
cents on a Chicago basis. The twenty- 
ci.ut rate was in effect down to December 
17, wheu the usual rite was restored. 
When the twenty-cent rate from Chicago 
was in force in effect, the rate from East 
Ht. Louis to Baltimore was 20.D cent-s. 


Mr. Walker—Wai there any reduction

Mr.Joyce—We carried grain on a through

Mr. Jo>ce explained that the canne, of

This 
suggested that a cut was in i le in railroad 
jaU-s (pri'Mimably by the Baltimore &
